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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-16 and 26-32, drawn to a method for reprogramming and/or altering the 
life-span of a desired cell and cultures of cells used in said method, classified in 
Class 435, subclass 377 and Class 435, subclass 325. 

II. Claims 1 7-23, drawn to an improved method of gene therapy (and cultures of 
cells involved in said method) which involves the introduction of at least one 
genetic modified cell wherein the improvement comprises using as the genetically 
modified cell, a mammalian cell having an increased life-span and/or which has 
been reprogrammed, classified in Class 514, subclass 44 and Class 435, subclass 
325. 

III. Claims 24 and 25, drawn to an improved method of cloning a non-human 
mammal via nuclear transfer, classified in Class 800, subclass 24. 

IV. Claims 33-35, drawn to methods for identifying nucleic acid sequences that are 
potentially involved in cell reprogramming, classified in Class 435, subclass 6. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I-IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case each of the 
different inventions requires distinct procedural steps and can each be used in separate 
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applications yielding distinct results. The invention of group I results in cells that have been 
reprogrammed and/or have an increased life span. The invention of group II results in improved 
gene therapy methods. The invention of group III results in a cloned non-human mammal. The 
invention of group IV results in the identification of nucleic acid sequences that are potentially 
involved in the process of cellular reprogramming. Therefore, each of the four inventions of the 
instant application may be practiced separately for distinct purposes and results. 

Additionally, Groups I-IV are separate and distinct as they require materially different 
searches. A search for one of the methods will not necessarily encompass all of the methods. 
Because these inventions are distinct for all of the reasons discussed above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, recognized divergent subject 
matter and separate search requirements, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
